of the Sun into the tropical ſign Capricorn, which | 
happens on December the 2 1ſt. at 51 min..paſt 3, mane, j 
1780, at which time five of the ſeven planets are under the | 
earth, viz. Jupiter and Venus are in the aſcendant, Saturn | 
and the Sun in the ſecond houſe, and Mercury on the cuſp 
of the third, and Mars and Luna juſt riſen into the twelfth, 
and thus are the planets poſited at this ingreſs ; and were 
a ſcheme to be erected you would find 24 deg. of Leo cul- 
minating, and ꝙ deg. of Scorpio aſcending The premi- 
ſes deing well conſidered, we may juſtly hope for tranqui- 
ity and much concordancy in the greateſt conſultations of 
thoſe weighty affairs, now or near this time in agitation, 
in regard of the poſition of Jupiter and Venus being con- 
jolned in the afcendant, for Haly writes thus: Si quando

When we find in a revolution, or quarter of the yea,

derandis, and that they ſhall be honoured, have much 
comfort of their eſtates, and live joyfully or pleaſanch; 
and that the King ſhall equally diftribute juſtice, and go. 
vern by reaſon; that he ſhail command or encourage the 
performance of good actions, and puniſh, check, or dif. 
countenance all that are evil, Neither will he go aboat 
to do his ſubjects the leaſt detriment or injury, but rather 
deny his own intereſt for the ſafety and preſervation of his 
loyal ſubjects, and by his actions manifeſt himſelf to bez 
Juſt prince to his peopleQ. wo, 1 

But then conſidering the Moon being poſited in the 
twelfth, in her fall in that treacherous ſign Scorpio ap- 
piying to the conjunction of Mars, I may athrm that neither 
the actions of the latter part of the laſt year 1780, or theſe 
of January, February, or March, will pleaſe the multi- 
tude, for men are now more than ordinary mutable in their 
judgments and affections, and cannot give any rational 
account why they are ſo. Many mal contented buly active 
perſons endeavour to infatuate the minds of men; let the 
City of London beware of ſuch agents that ſecretly lurk 
therein, and do daily endeavour as it were, to poiſon the
